With 407 precincts out of 2.574 in 
the state, the vote was: 
LaFollette. 40,194. 
Coolidge, 21,208. 
LaFollette delegates started 
out I 
with a big lead as first returns wore 
available, and continued to hold this 
average as more returns wore re­ 
ported throughout the night. 
The only place in th*’ state where 
the trend toward LaFollette was not 
manifest was in the first congression­ 
al district, where Coolidge delegates 
held substantial leads with more than 
one-third of tho votes counted. 
Coolidge delegates in this distr!*! 
had an early lead in which increase 
made made slightly as further pre­ 
cincts reported. 
Al Smith, governor of New York 
and W illiam Gibbs McAdoo were run­ 
ning neck and neck In the democratic 
delegate election with full 
returns 
not yet available, but with Indica­ 
tions that the democratic vote was I 
exceedingly light. 
With many railroad centers 
not 
yet reported, McAdoo 
is 
expected 
to step out in front when these cen­ 
ters are reported. 
With 502

tincts out of 2,574 reported, Al Smith
